SUBjacT.—Supply of indigenotts raw materials and components in India by 
indigenous producers against valid import licences in discharge of 
export obligations. (Amendment No. 82). 

No. 15-ITC(PN)/74.—A new scheme has been introduced with immediate effect 
for supplies of indigenous raw materials and components by Indigenous producers 
against valid import licences in the discharge of exiiort obligations. 

2. Under thi.s scheme, any indigenous producer who is under an obligation to 
export an item, and if he can supply the same item to a person holding a valid 

licence or Actual User licence for that item, such supply wiU be considered 
as an export for the purpose of satisfaction of the export obligation imposed on 
the indigenous producer. The scheme wiU apply to all cases where export obliga¬ 
tions have been Imposed or are hereafter imposed on capital Goods licences, Indus¬ 
trial licences or on approvals of foreign collaboration. It will also apply to cases 
in which compulsory export obligations have been imposed on manufacturers 
engaged in selected Industries to the extent of a minimum of 5 per cent of their 
production under the import policy for Actual Users. 

3. In cases where the indigenous producer is willing to sell the goods to a valid 
licence-holder under the scheme and the licenee-holder is willing to purchase the 
goods, in question, the licence-holder should make a specific request to the licens¬ 
ing authority which issued the licence, indicating the value for which the goods 
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covered by the import licence are proposed to be procured from the indigenous 
producer. Upon such request, the licensing authority will issue a Release Order 
on the indigenous producer indicating the description ot goods and the value, and 
reduce to that extent the value of the Import licence. If the goods to bo purchased 
by the licence-holder cover the entire value of the licence, the Ecensing authority 
will cancel the licence while Issuing the Release Order. Also, If any particular 
Item appearing in the licence is to be procured from the indigenous producer for 
the entire value upto which that item could be imported against the licence, the 
Licensing authority wiU delete that Item from the licence while reducing the value 
of the Mcence in lieu of the Release Order to be Issued. 

4. The price at which such goods may be procured by licence-holders may be 
negotiated and settled between the buyer and the seller. It wlU, however, ^ 
incumbent on the licence-holder to mention the price and the quantity of goods 
while applying to the Ecensing authority for issue of Release Order. 

5. The value to be treated as the f.o.b. value of exports for this purpose will 
be the value for which the goods are supplied by the indigenous producer or the 
value of the Release Order Issued by the licensing authority in lieu of the Import 
licence against which the goods are supplied, whichever is lower. The element of 
customs and excise duties will not be taken Into account for this purpose. 

6. If the goods to be supplied by the indigenous producer are free from export 
control and restrictions, the Indigenous producer, apart from having the advantage 
of discharging his export obligation, will be eligible to the REP beneflts available 
on exports under the policy as may be in force from time to time. If the goods 
to be supplied by Indigenous producer are subject to export control In terms of 
the Exports (Control) Order, the Indigenous producer, apart from having the 
advantage of discharging his export obligation wlU be eligible to the nant of 
import replenishment licence as may be admissible on exports of such goods under 
the impiort policy for Registered Exporters as in force from time to time. 

7. The Release Order in terms of thi.s Public Notice will be issued by the licens¬ 
ing authority in duplicate. One copy of the Release Order should be retained 
by the indigenous producer after obtaining thereon the acknowledgement of the 
Release Order holder for the receipt of the goods against the Release Order and 
the value thereof. The Indigenous producer shaU be required to produce this copy 
of the Release Order to the licensing authority concerned as an evidence of export 
for the purpose of claiming beneflts as indicated. 

8. The provisions of this Public Notice will not atteot the operation of the 
scheme for supply of Indigenous materials at international prices under paragraph 
44, Part ‘B’, Section I of the Red Book (Vol. II) for the period 1973-74, In respect 
of Items to which the said scheme is applicable.
